DNA leads to arrests in 6 rapes

Sexual assault cases 
date back to 2003, 
court records show

With the aid of DNA evidence, a North 
Side man has been charged in a string of bru- 
tal sexual assaults that stretched back to 2003 
and included two he allegedly committed 
with his brother, authorities said Tuesday 

Leondo Joseph, 38, and his brother LB Jo- 
seph, 29, appeared in bond court over the 
weekend, where they were ordered held with- 
out bail for their alleged roles in the cases — 
which experts said illustrates the potential and 
the shortcomings of the state’s DNA evidence 
collection and testing. 

Women were terrorized and sexually as- 
saulted in their apartments or forced into ve- 
hicles by threat of violence in the six attacks, 
which occurred in Lakeview, Brighton Park, 
North Lawndale and Belmont Cragin, court 
documents reveal. 

Leondo Joseph, arrested Saturday night at 
his home in the 2500 block of North Halsted 
Street, is charged in all six attacks, according to 
records. LB Joseph is charged in the two most 
recent attacks— in 2011 and 2012. Both broth- 
ers also face aggravated kidnapping charges. 

Chicago detectives linked the brothers to 
the assaults through Illinois State Police crime 
lab exams of all six assaults, prosecutors said in 
court at the bond hearing. In addition, some 
victims have identified the brothers, and Le- 
ondo Joseph gave statements regarding some 
of the cases, prosecutors said. 

The number of years covered by the as- 
saults— nine— was noteworthy though vic- 
tim’s advocates point out that rapists, includ- 
ing in acquaintance assaults, are often repeat 
offenders. 

But the experts also pointed to the fact that 
Chicago police were not notified by the crime 
lab until this year that the 2012 case was linked 
to the other five attacks, which was critical 
information because in the 2012 attack, Chi- 
cago police stopped a vehicle carrying the two 
brothers, though they were not charged. 

“With a stranger case, DNA has a different 
kind of function, to identify and to connect 
cases to each other,” said Sharmili Majmudar, 
executive director of Rape Victim Advocates. 
“Then the question becomes are we allocating 
enough resources to address and process the 
DNA we do receive through these kits ... in 
keeping with the trust the survivors are placing 
in the system. 

“The crime lab is not resourced fully There

is definitely not a Taw and Order: SVU’ turn- 
around,” she said, referring to the TV drama. 
“It is nowhere near what people expect.” 

Officials at the crime lab were not available 
Tuesday to answer questions about the case. 
The turnaround time at the lab has long been 
a concern of police, who rely on the work-ups. 

One reason it appears that Leondo Joseph 
was able to stay under the radar despite a fairly 
lengthy arrest history was the lack of any felo- 
ny convictions. 

Convicted felons in Illinois have been re- 


quired since 2002 to provide DNA samples, 
and just last year a U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
cleared the way for jail officials to swab those 
arrested on felony charges. Since then, the 
Cook County sheriff’s office has established 
protocols to swab arrestees at the jail on five 
offenses permitted under state law, including 
murder, three sex crime categories and home 
invasion, said jail Director Cara Smith. 

So while both brothers were booked in and 
out of Cook County Jail on a variety of charges, 
neither was eligible to be swabbed, Smith said. 

“There is overwhelming evidence that col- 
lecting DNA helps solve crimes and quickly 
identify offenders,” Smith said. “This case is 
the most recent example that should renew 
the debate in Illinois about moving toward an 
all-arrest DNA collection.” 

On Tuesday, Chicago police celebrated the 
capture of the brothers, pointing out both the 
brutal and serial nature of the assaults. 


According to details from prosecutors, Le- 
ondo Joseph allegedly committed the first 
three attacks, all on the North Side, by him- 
self, either forcing his way or sneaking into the 
women’s apartments. 

In the two attacks that both brothers are 
alleged to have been involved in, they are ac- 
cused of forcing two women into vehicles, 
threatening their lives and then assaulting 
them repeatedly The first attack happened 
in December 2011 in Belmont Cragin, and the 
second in 2012 in Brighton Park. 

Details from the assaults also reveal how 
women tried to protect themselves— one in- 
side a vehicle banging her head on a window 
to get attention from passing cars. Another of- 
fered Leondo Joseph a treat and water as a way 
to try to be “nice to get him to leave,” prosecu- 
tors said. 

“That is about people trying to survive,” 
Majmudar said.

Wilson stop’s $203 million 
overhaul could mean a 
fresh start in Uptown

CTA riders who use the Wilson Red Line stop 

soon will need a new thesaurus. 

For years, some riders have used words such 
as “dirty” “disgusting,” “dilapidated,” “danger- 
ous,” “depressing,” “sad,” “shabby” “smelly” 
“unsafe,” “frightening” and “horrible” in 
emails to RedEye to describe Uptown’s Wilson 
station, which dates back to the early 1900s. 

But starting this month, the CTA is slated 
to begin work on a three-year, $203 million 
renovation project that will transform the 
Wilson stop into a transfer point for the Pur- 
ple Line Express and a station accessible for 
riders with disabilities. 

Some riders who use Wilson say the stop— 
a three-time winner of the RedEye Crust Sta- 
tion contest to dishonor the worst CTA sta- 
tion— is in desperate need of this makeover. 

The graffiti-covered walls, urine-soaked 
platform, 50 -step staircases and dark corners 
that invite lingering homeless people have 
caused some riders to take longer commutes 
to avoid the station, especially at night. Rid- 
ers say the station renovation also may help 
revitalize Uptown, which has struggled with 
gang violence and shootings. 

When Brent Frost, 37, tells people he lives 
in Uptown, he said he gets a “politely masked 
yet obviously distasteful look.” Frost has lived 
in the community area since the ’90s. 

During that time, Frost said, he’s watched 
his community add high-end rental apart- 
ments and new businesses including a Target 
store near the Wilson stop, which sees about 
5,700 riders on a typical weekday 

Yet Uptown and the station’s negative rep- 
utations persist. The area by the station has 
seen its share of shootings, including a 2012 
homicide in the station’s block and an August 
2013 shooting that killed one man and in- 
jured four near Uptown Baptist Church a few 
blocks away Aid. James Cappleman (46th), 
whose office is near the Wilson stop, did not 
offer comment for this story 

Frost said having a stop that’s the equiva- 
lent of the Fullerton and Belmont Red Line 
stops, which also serve as transfer points for 
the Purple Line Express, would be a “game 
changer” for Uptown.

“Uptown doesn’t deserve that {negative 
connotation}. It may be a little bare bones in 
places, but it is a great, colorful place,” Frost 
said. “Walk 10 minutes from Lakeview, An- 
dersonville or Lincoln Square and you are 
there. The Wilson station renovation will 
help unite these neighborhoods on the North 
Side. Instead of people pretending like they 
aren’t next to Uptown, maybe it will one day 
soon be a proud selling point.” 

But it may take a while to get there; even 
the groundbreaking has been a multi-year 
process. In 2010, the CTA announced 
$3 million in TIF funding, money intended 
to spur development in some neighborhoods, 
to rehab the stop. In 2011, Mayor Emanuel 
proclaimed Wilson would see a large-scale fix 
paid for with the TIF funds and federal and 
state money Retail space was vacated and 
construction was supposed to start last year. 

Amid back and forthwith Uptown residents 
about maintaining the station’s historic nature, 
the CTA pushed back contractor selection and 
later put out another request for bids. 

The CTA board approved a contractor, 
Walsh/II In One Joint Venture of Illinois, this 
summer, and pre-construction work includ- 
ing foundation work and some demolition is 
expected to start this month. Construction is 
slated to be complete in fall 2017. 

The overhaul won’t be easy either. The 
project requires creating temporary entranc- 
es north and south of Wilson Avenue and an 
exit near Sunnyside Avenue, and demolition 
and reconstruction of track. The station will 
remain open during construction. 

And there may be rats. The CTA warned 
residents at a meeting last month that de- 
molition work may force rodents from their 
homes in and around the stationhouse, but

said it has a rat abatement plan for before and 
during construction. 

Kimberly Phung, owner of Hing Wang res- 
taurant, said the CTA needs to kill all rats be- 
fore starting major construction. Phung, who 
said she gets more foot traffic from nearby 
Truman College than the Red Line, is worried 
about the impact to her business. 

“I don’t want them to close the street— 


even one day,” Phung said. Still, she said the 
Wilson station “needs a lot of work.” 

When complete, the station will feature 
two new elevators, escalators, more than 
100 new security cameras and digital train 
tracking displays. Wilson is the last of the 
CTA’s 140 -plus stations to get these displays. 
International artist Cecil Balmond will create 
artwork to the tune of $204,000. 
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Bruce Klink, 26, is looking forward to 
the improvements. He said he uses the stop 
once a week but sometimes avoids that sta- 
tion when friends or family are visiting from 
out of town by getting off the train at the 
neighboring Lawrence stop or by walking 
to the Montrose Brown Line stop in North 
Center. 

Klink said he’s never encountered a prob- 


lem at Wilson but said he experiences a per- 
sistent feeling he might get mugged. 

“Tfou’re definitely looking over your shoul- 
der when you are walking near {the station], 
especially if it is late,” said Klink, of Raven- 
swood. “Once Wilson gets its makeover, 
I think that whole area will be a desirable 
place to live.”

WILSON STOP’S HISTORIC RIDE 


The Wilson Red Line stop has had a long, slow and smelly road to redemption. 
RedEye takes a look at the Uptown station’s historical highlights and lowlights. t.s. 


1900: The stop opens as a point served by 
the Northwestern Elevated Railroad, a pre- 
decessor to the CTA that operates between 
Wilson and downtown. 

1907: A “lower” station entrance, below the 
elevated platform, opens to handle express 
trains. 

1908: The Wilson station becomes a through 
stop as Northwestern Elevated service ex- 
pands to Evanston. 

1923: The old Wilson facility is demolished 
to make way for a new one at Wilson Avenue 
and Broadway. Architect Arthur Gerber de- 
signs the building, which is the main entrance 
Wilson riders use today. 

1950S: The lower Wilson station entrance is 
demolished and the 1900-built stationhouse 
at the center platform is removed. 

1961: After years of track realignment, 

Wilson is now served by four tracks and four 
platforms to reduce service delays. 

1960S: The Wilson stop gets its first retail 
tenant, a food mart. 

1976: An auxiliary entrance opens on the 
south side of Wilson Avenue to serve Truman 
College. Some of the same stairs from the 
auxiliary entrance up to the platform are from 
the 1900 design. 

2000: The Wilson stop in the Uptown 
Square Historic District is listed on the Na- 
tional Register of Historic Places. 

2005: The CTA approves a $1.75 million 
contract to rehab the Wilson stop. Proposals 
include a new platform, heaters and an eleva- 
tor. Construction is slated to begin in 2008. 

2006: In the CTA’s 2006 budget recommen- 
dations, $87.5 million is allocated to construct 
or improve CTA support facilities including 
the Wilson stop and the 77th Street garage. 
The project is eventually canceled. 

2010: The CTA announces $3 million in TIF 
funds, taxpayer money intended to spur rede- 
velopment, to fix the Wilson stop. 

2011: Mayor Emanuel announces funding for 
a large-scale renovation of the Wilson stop.

white partner had ordered.

Cost to repair park 
after Riot rest triple 
last year’is amount

Landscape repairs to Humboldt Park wall 
cost Riot Fest organizers $182,000, the 
Chicago Park District said Tuesday 

The tab to fix Humboldt Park after Riot 
Fest, which took place Sept. 12-14, was 
more than triple the cost of the estimated 
$54,300 spent on grounds repairs last year. 
This year, the festival area, bordered by 
North Avenue to the north, Division Street 
to the south, California Avenue to the east 
and Kedzie Avenue to the west, was twice 
the size of last year’s area, organizers say 

Rain during the festival turned Hum- 
boldt Park into a sloppy mess. The damage 
to the north end of the park was apparent 
days and weeks after Riot Fest. 

Initial repairs are expected to begin this 
week and take about a month, a park dis- 
trict spokeswoman said in an email. 

Festival organizers will hire a private 
landscape contractor and pay for the re- 
pairs, the park district said. The majority 
of Humboldt Park will remain open during 
repairs, but some areas will be fenced off to 
allow for the cultivation of grass, according 
to tlie fiack district.

It’s been 143 years since the roaring flames of 
the Great Chicago Fire tore through the city 
and now the historic event is serving as the 
symbolic kindling for an unprecedented civic 
celebration. The Great Chicago Fire Festival 
will light up the riverfront Saturday with lo- 
cal performers, celebrity guests and a flashy 
floating grand finale of burning sculptures 
and pyrotechnics. So how did theater com- 
pany Redmoon, the Chicago Park District 
and the Department of Cultural Affairs and 
Special Events ignite their initial idea for the 
fest into a citywide occasion? RedEye talked 
with Redmoon executive artistic director Jim 
Lasko and director of community arts Fati- 
mah Asghar, as well as Chicago Park District 
CEO Michael P. Kelly to find out. 

Sparked by a torch 

Lasko said the idea for the fest first occurred 
to him when the city was in the running for 
the 2016 Summer Olympics in 2008. “It came 
about as a result of thinking about, ‘What 


should Chicago’s opening ceremonies look 
like?’ ” Lasko said. “If we were to make an 
event that was distinctly about Chicago, what 
would it look like? And then that just led me 
down this road of thinking about how to cre- 
ate a celebration of Chicago— to celebrate 
our distinct character, who we are as a city our 
neighborhoods.” 

River revival 

The first seeds of a fest died out with the city’s 
Olympic bid, but when Mayor Emanuel took 
office and launched his riverfront redevel- 
opment plan and pushed the city’s Cultural 
Plan, Lasko returned to the concept. “One 
of the things that had always been a part of 
the idea was to have it happen on the river 
and celebrate the river as a defining feature of 
Chicago’s geography so it all just clicked back 
into place,” he said. 

Getting neighborhoods fired up 

In order to get a full picture of the city the 
fest’s organizers sent out a Request for Pro- 


posal to community organizations across 
all neighborhoods. From there, community 
organizations were selected to represent the 
15 Chicago neighborhoods that would be cel- 
ebrated at this year’s festival: Albany Park, 
Austin, Avondale, Bronzeville, Englewood, 
Humboldt Park, Little Village, North Lawn- 
dale, Old Town, Pilsen, Roseland, South Chi- 
cago, South Shore, Uptown and Woodlawn. 
Throughout the summer leading up to the 
festival, celebrations were held in each neigh- 
borhood. “The river {on Saturday} should be 
lined with all these kids and families from all 
these parks that Redmoon performed in, and 
that’s good for us because that’s about bring- 
ing {people} downtown ... and showcasing 
what our city has to offer,” Kelly said. 

Redefining resilience 

At the summer neighborhood events, Red- 
moon invited attendees to snap pictures in a 
mobile photo booth, developed in partner- 
ship with photographer Sandro Miller. Par- 
ticipants were asked to fill in the blanks on 


a chalkboard that said “I overcome {blank}” 
and “I celebrate {blank}.” The resulting imag- 
es will be used to decorate the riverfront Sat- 
urday “We threw events that were occasions 
to celebrate that neighborhood, but also to 
capture stories and portraits of its residents 
and to begin a conversation about grit and 
resilience, because we’re not celebrating the 
tragic events that burned the city down, but 
celebrating the spirit of resilience that led to 
us rebuilding our city and making a new and 
better city as a result,” Lasko said. 

Fanning different flames 

Also present at many summer neighborhood 
events? Redmoon’s 15-foot by 15-foot Cyclone 
Grill, a bike-powered carousel topped with 
nine Weber grills and a DJ booth. “What 
community organizations were most excited 
about {was} our ability to kind of shock and 
celebrate with these spectacles and get their 
participants excited about something that 
they don’t necessarily see in everyday life,” 
Asghar said. 



Heating up 

As if the impending flames aren’t hot enough: 
“Chicago Fire” actors Jesse Spencer and Taylor 
Kinney will, appropriately act as the festival’s 
grand marshals. 

The big blaze 

For Lasko, the big finale, in which three Vic- 
torian house-like sculptures will be set on fire 
on the river followed by a fireworks display, is 
only the beginning for the festival. “There are 
a bunch of neighborhood-based festivals that 
celebrate the neighborhoods in which they 
happen, there are a few citywide festivals that 
kind of celebrate certain aspects of our cul- 
tural life, [but] I don’t think there’s a festival 
that’s aimed at celebrating Chicago,” he said. 
“It’s audacious, but I want this to be Chicago’s 
Mardi Gras. I want it to be our Running of the 
Bulls. I want people to feel a sense of pride 
and ownership over the festival and I want 
there to be away like those two other events, 
that people feel like they can get involved, 
that their voice can be a part of it ... that it’s 
their festival and that the world recognizes it 
as a distinct celebration of a unique and amaz- 
ing city and that they want to come to it.”

‘Yves Saint Laurent’ 

By Pierre Berge (Abrams, $35) 

Like snooping through Yves Saint Laurent’s 
attic, this new journal unearths snapshots 
and memories from the iconic designer’s 
frequent sojourns in Morocco. From villas 
owned over the years in Marrakech, Saint 
Laurent designed his haute couture collec- 
tions. He also recharged and reveled with lu- 
minaries such as Catherine Deneuve, Bianca 
Jagger and Andy Warhol— and, of course, 
Pierre Berge, his lifelong partner. 

Berge plays historian and guide in this book. 
Context for the photos is recaptured and 
reprinted in his handwriting, accentuating the 
intimacy of a shirtless Saint Laurent on their 
patio and the sensuality of a rooftop portrait of 
American transplants Paul and Talitha Getty 
who entertained often at the Moroccan palace 
they bought, importing American decorator 


Bill Willis to update it with pan-Arabic flair 
that would become his signature. 

The introduction to the book recalls 
the first trip on which Berge accompanied 
Saint Laurent to Marrakech. After a week of 
torrential rain, the clouds parted, the Moroccan 
sun probed “every recess ... the snow-capped 
Atlas Mountains blocked the horizon, and the 
perfume of jasmine rose to our room.” 

It is easy to see why they fell instantly in love 
with this place; by the end of this volume, you 
might too.
